The State brought suit for fifteen 
thousand dollars and succeeded in 
getting a judgment fo r only $563.13. 
It will be remembered that the ac­ 


counts of Mr. Crosby were among 


the first examined after the origin of 
the State Board of Accounts. 


The finding is to the effect that the 
(prosecuting - attorney’s proposal of 


compromise and settlement is filed 
and made a part of the decree. 
The 
filed consent of the State examiner 


and his deputies is also a part of the 
decree. 


This means that the State Board 
o f Accounts sanctions the action of 
the prosecuting attorney in compro­ 
mising and settling the 
civil 
suit. 


The settlement makes plain the fact

anthropic purposes. 
The Rev. Mr. A rvin declared that 
most lodge opponents have no more 


than two reasons for being opposed 


to 
lodges, 
namely. 
Because 
they 


conduct their business behind closed 


door- and because there are so many 
members who are not fit to belong. 


The minister eulogized the lodges 
and it is hi< opinion that secret o r­ 


ders are second only to the church 
of .God.

Crown Point, Ind., Dec. 18.—S tart­ 
ling evidence developed in the bribery 
trial of Councilman W alter Gibson of 
Gary. T. B. Dean and three others ap­ 
peared as witnesses. The feature was 
th e introduction of the dictaphone rec­ 
ords of the conversation between Dean 
and Gibson, following the ruling of | 
Judge Van Fleet that they might be in­ 
troduced word for word. 
Dr. IJ. IT. i 
Hosmer of Gary, one of the men on tile 
other end of the 
dictaphone wire; 
Meyer Himmelblau, the stenographer 
who was with him and who recorded j 
the conversation, and City Clerk Harry* 
Moose attested to Gibson’s election 
and to the passage of the Dean heat-' 
ing franchise by the council. 
Himmelblau read the dictagraph rec­ 
ords, which contained * many 
refer­ 
ences to the Geist franchise. 
They 
contained alleged statem ents by Gib­ 
son to Dean that Mayor Knotts was 
■“broke” and needed money; that Al­ 
derman Castleman, hitherto unmen­ 
tioned in the bribery allegations, want­ 
ed $1,000 for his vote; that Gibson 
did not want Alderman Baukus, one of j 
th e men indicted for bribery, to handle 
any money for Gibson because the lat­ 
te r was an indorser of Baukus’s note; 
th at Gibson would vote for the Dean 
franchise and nothing could stop him, 
and a prediction that Wall street 
would “skin” Julian Youchea, a Crown 
Point banker, who, he said, inherited 
$1,000,000, in six months.

FACES BITTER FIGHT 


BLOODHOUNDS ON TRAIL 


Run Down Negro Alleged to Be Lafay­ 


ette Girl's Assailant. 
Lafayette, Ind., Dec. 18.—In the 
capture of Nathaniel Towles, a negro, 
who, it is alleged, cut the throat of 
Miss Iva O’Connell, bloodhounds were 
successfully used. 
Miss O’Connell is employed at a tel­ 
ephone exchange, and on her way 
home was attacked by a negro. 
She 
screamed, and her assailant, after 
wrestling with her, released his hold 
and fled. 
The girl ran into a house 
near by, and it was found that the ne­ 
gro had used a knife in his attack. 
Blood was stream ing down her coat 
and there was a gash four inches long 
on her neck. 
A physician was sum 
moned and four stitches were taken to 
close the wound. 
The police placed the dogs on the 
scent, and within twenty minutes they 
located a colored 
man five squares 
from the scene of the assault. He was 
brought before Miss O’Connell, and-she 
said she was almost positive that he 
was her assailant. 
W hile the negro was being sweated 
in police headquarters the father of 
the girl, Timothy O’Connell, pushed 
his way into Superintendent of Police 
Schaffer’s private office and, drawin 
a revolver, pointed it at the prisoner.

'Whisky—-Eighteen samples analyz­ 
ed and five were found illegal, in that 
tile alcohol was too low, and poisons 


[were present, with the extract con­ 
tent far higher than that of normal 
whisky. 
Brandy—Nine samples examined, 
with six illegal, due either to too low 
alcohol content or the use of mislead­ 
ing labels. 
Wines—Fifteen samples examined 
with six illegal. One sample contain­ 
ed saccharin and the others were for 
the most part mi-branded, some al­ 
leging blackberry wine, when the ex- 
jamination proved they were imitation 
products. 
Beers—Ten samples were analyzed, 
and all were found legal. Twenty- 
eight temperance beers were examin­ 
ed and sixteen found to contain so 
much alcohol they were not temper­ 
ance beers, as temperance beers are 
defined by law.

Than That Proposed In the Sulzer Res­ 


olution Is Proposed to Secure Abro­ 
gation of Treaty Which Is Being Dis­ 


regarded by Czar’s Government to 


Great Disadvantage of American Cit­ 


izens Seeking Entrance Into Russia. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—To consider 
the proposed termination of the treaty 
of 1832 with Russia, President Taft 
called a special meeting of his cabinet 
Sundays 
The cabinet 
was 
in 
ses­ 
sion at the W hite House proper until 
shortly after midnight. 
The president s official family was 
called together tor the purpose ol dis­ 
cussing chiefly the advisability of the 
president sending a special message 
to the senate on the Russian passport 
question. 
Senator Cullom, chairman 
of the senate committee on foreign re­ 
lations, has been urging the president 
to notify Russia of the desire of this 
government to terminate the treaty 
and then send a m essage to the senate 
informing that body of his action. Sen­ 
ator Cullom has contended that that 
would be the proper and most satis­ 
factory course for the president to 
pursue. 
It would afford the senate 
com mittee on foreign relations an op­ 
portunity to sidetrack the Sulzer res­ 
olution passed by the house of repre­ 
sentatives, which Russia regards as of­ 
fensive, and would make it easier for 
the senate committee to report favor­ 
ably a diplomatic resolution which 
would accomplish the termination of 
the treaty and save the feelings of the 
St. 
Petersburg government. 
Other 
members on the foreign relations com­ 
mittee have been advising the presi­ 
dent to send a m essage to congress 
merely recom m ending the term ination 
of the treaty and waiting for authoriza­ 
tion by congress before actually noti­ 
fying Russia of the, intention of this 
government to cancel the convention. 
O thers of Mr. T aft’s advisers have 
counselled him not to send any com­ 
munication to congress at present, but 
to await the passage of a suitable res­ 
olution, at least by the senate. 


Treaty Wil l Be Denounced. 


All of these proposed courses take it 
for granted that the termination of the 
treaty will be authorized by the sen­ 
ate. 
There is no longer any doubt 
that the treaty will be denounced. 
Iii 
fact a member of the senate commit­ 
tee on foreign relations has in his pos­ 
session a resolution of this kind hav­ 
ing the backing of the administration 
which will be offered probably as a 
substitute for the offensive Sulzer res­ 
olution and will provide merely for the 
termination of the treaty with Russia 
without going into reasons in a way 
I that would unnecessarily, offend the 
czar’s government. 
J 
It was after receiving this conflict­ 
in g advice that Mr. Taft assembled 
j the members of his cabinet at the 
White House Sunday night. 
The im­ 
pression prevails among persons who 
have talked with Mr. Taft and his ad­ 
visers that the president will send a 
communication to the senate recom­ 
mending that the treaty be terminated* 
Accompanying this m essage to the 
senate will also probably be a letter to 
Senator Cullom pointing out that the 
treaty is obsolete but urging the im­ 
portance of terminating it in a way 
that will give the least possible of­ 
fense to Russia. 
The president in his 
letter will probably point out the ex­ 
treme friendly relations that have ex­ 
isted between this country and Russia 
and 
the 
importance 
of 
preserving 
them. 
If the president and the senate at­ 
tempt to terminate the Russian treaty 
on the authority of a senate resolution 
not concurred in by the house, there 
is certain to be a stubborn debate in 
both houses over the propriety of the 
proceedings. 
Members of congress 
who are eager to have the treaty ter­ 
minated with the least possible 'dis­ 
turbance of our pre. ■ nt friendly rela­ 
tions with Russia are fearful that any 
attempt to ignore the house of repre­ 
sentatives in this matter will lead to 
further agitation and bitter expres­ 
sions val::< Ii will l o deeply resented in 
I Russia.

Peking, Dec. 18.—It has been decided 
that the British and Japanese consuls 
at Shanghai shall act as mediators in 
the forthcoming negotiations. 


Tokio, Dec. 18.—Great Britain and 
Japan, it is unofficially stated here, 
have offered or are about to offer to 
mediate between the Chinese govern­ 
ment and the rebels and will adopt 
further measures if this is refused. 
The newspaper Yorozzu says Japan on 
Dec. l l notified China of her intention 
to make such an offer and said an 
agreem ent had been made with Eng­ 
land by which the two governments 
would act in concert in the m atter. 
Mr. Ijuin, the Japanese m inister at 
Pekin, was notified of this action on 
Dec. 16, and it is understood that he 
forthwith informed Prem ier Yuan Shill 
Kai and the rebel leaders at Shanghai 
that Japan and England were instruct­ 
ing their respective consuls general 
at Shanghai to offer to mediate. 
The 
Jiji Shimpo adds to the above that if 
the term s suggested by Japan and Eng­ 
land are refused they will take deci­ 
sive measures. 
The foreign office refuses to con­ 
firm or deny the story, but says its 
publication was not authorized.
